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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Argument 



1 . Applicant's arguments, see paper #4, filed 5/9/00, with respect to claims 1-18 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The office action of 3/13/03 has been 
withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1 -18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kash 
et al (US 6496022). 
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As to claims 1, 9, Kash et al disclose (fig 1) an apparatus comprising; 

A voltage probe (fig 1) incorporated in an VLSI IC (120) and coupled to a source 
of a local supply voltage , the voltage probe (the point on dut that emit the optical 
emission to the detector 116) detectably emitting infrared radiation for probing 
instantaneous high speed fluctuations of the local supply voltage in the IC (120), the 
radiation having an intensity that is related to magnitude of the local supply voltage. 

As to claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 10, Kash et al disclose (fig 3) an apparatus comprising; 

A MOSFET (304) device having a gate, a source and a drain; and 

A switching device (308) coupled to the gate of the MOSFET device (308), the 
switching device (308) selectively switching the MOSFET device to a saturated state 
during which the MOSFET device (304) emits infrared radiation; 

Wherein the drain of the MOSFET device (304) is coupled to the local supply 
voltage; also the device (304) could be capacitor (memory). 

As to claim 4, The combination of claims 1 and 2 will stand reject for claim 4. 

As to claims 7, 8, Kash et al disclose (fig 3) an apparatus comprising; a 
buffering device (306) situated between and coupled to both the shift resister element 
(308) and the gate of the MOSFET device (304), the buffering device (306) receiving 
the switching signal from the shift register element (308) and buffering the switching 
signal before transmitting a buffered switching signal to the gate of the MOSFET device 
(304). 
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As to claims 11-18, Kash et al disclose (fig 3) the apparatus for probing as 
stated above and therefore the method is intended to be used for testing device under 
test will inherently within the scope of the invention.
